Claims 1-32 are 
pending in this case. 

Reasons for Allowance 

2. The following is an Examiner's statement of reasons for the indication of 
allowable subject matter: 

3. Regarding independent claims 1, 12, 17, and 28, the primary reference, Wright et 
al (US 4,802,218) discloses as previously discussed. Wright, however, does not 
disclose terminal equipment that is remotely-located to a data center. Note the Board of 
Patent Appeals and Interferences' Decision, page 7, lines 22-26, as issued on January 
20, 2009. Moreover, the missing elements of Wright are not likely found in a reasonable 
number of reference(s).
